NEW YORK (AP) — Scien-

"All we can really do now," 


says virologist F. Kingsley 
Sanders, "is establish guilt by 
association." 


But if scientists could prove a 


virus causes cancer, it might be 
possible to go on and develop a 
vaccine against the disease. 
This is complicated, however, 
because you can't ethically give 
a suspected cancer virus to a 


human to see what happens. 
Basically, many virologists 
now think a cancer virus doesn't 
infect a person, directly causing 
the disease, but that it has to be 
"turned on" 
somehow — 


perhaps by other virus, by 
radiation, by chemicals, tobacco 
smoke or by just getting old. 


This theory of cancer dates 


from 1911, when the late Dr. 
Peyton Rous, of what is now 
Rockefeller University, proved 
that cancer from a chicken 


muscle could be transmitted to 
healthy chickens by an extract 
from the tumor. 


Rous' work was met with 


skepticism and it took 55 years 
before he was recognized with 
the Nobel prize in medicine. 


Virus -cancer research results 


came slowly over the years, 
until the late 1950s. From then 
on the work accelerated. Now 
there is a sense of excitement 
among virologists, along with a 
steady stream of major reports 


in recent months. 


One version of the new virus- 


cancer thinking comes from Dr. 
Robert J. Huebner and Dr. 
George J. Todaro, of the 
National Cancer Institute, who 
think the acutal seeds for 
cancer, in the form of genetic 
ingredients, are present in all of 
us from conception. 


Something genetic keeps the 


virus in check normally, but 
then something else switches it 
on, and the cancer, this nation's 


No. 2 killer, begins to g -ow. 


Virologist Sanders, a vice 


president of the Sloan-Kettering 
Institute for Cancer Research, 
reported strong evidence early 
this month for dual virus in- 
fection in Hodgkin's disease, a 
cancer of the lymph nodes. 


Sanders and his associate, 


Magdalena Eisinger, said they 
have evidence for the presence 
of two kinds of viruses in 
malignant cells taken from 10 
persons with Hodgkin's disease, 


perhaps with one triggering the 
other. 


Again, this doesn't constitute 


proof, but Sanders is about to 
embark on one of the more 
unusual ventures in cancer 
research. He wants to check 
friends, relatives and members 
of the Albany, N. Y., High School 
class of 1954 to see if any of them 
have antibodies to the virus in 
their blood. 


The class of 1954 has been 


identified, in a controversial 


study, as the starting point of an 
"extended epidemic" of 13 cases 
of Hodgkin's disease. If °**ie/s 
have antibodies —produced by 
the body in response to a foreign 
substance — it would indicate 
the Hodgkin's virus is infectious.

Plans For China Trip 
Reported Going Well 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
President Nixon says secret 
talks on his forthcoming trip to 
mainland China are “going very 
well” and he sees promise of a 
productive session in Peking. 
Holding an unannounced news 
conference in his Oval Office 
Thursday, Nixon told reporters 
neither he nor Premier Chou En- 
lai is approaching the historic 
confrontation with “ native, 
sentimental” ideas. 
The President, 
recognizing 
ideological differences and 
isolation of the two countries 
from each other for nearly a 
quarter century, said: “We have 
agreed to discuss the dif­ 
ferences. That is all that has 
been agreed. There are no other 
conditions.” 
Nixon, 
apart from saying 
arrangements are going well, 
was cagey about acknowledging 
that American and mainland 
Chinese representatives are 
involved in planning his trip. 
The P resident’s 38-minute 
news conference ranged over 


about a dozen topics, foreign and 
domestic, and included these 
highlights: 
— The 90-day w age-price 
freeze will be followed by “a 
strong, 
effective 
follow-up 
program” that will seek to 
restrain labor and management 
in major industries and “vitally 
important, it will have teeth in 
it.” 


— U. S. policies in Vietnam 
will be unaffected by the 
scheduled Oct. 3 election in 
which President Nguyen Van 
Thieu is unopposed. While Nixon 
said the United States would 
have preferred a contested 
balloting, it must “keep its eye 
on the main objective and that is 
to end 
the 
Am erican 
in­ 
volvement just as soon as that is 
consistent with our overall 
goals, which is a South Vietnam 
able to defend itself against a 
Communist takeover and which 
includes, from our standpoint, 
our primary interest in ob­ 
taining the release of our 
POWs.”

Against Protective Laws 


The Union Women's Alliance to Gain Equality (Union WAGE) 


speaks against elimination of women's protective laws (the 
alternative to extending them to men), saying "the vast majority of 
women workers would suffer terrible setbacks in wages, hours and 
working conditions if such nullification occurs in this state." 


It appears that the minimum-wage-for-men bill, AB 30, may 


make it to the governor's desk. The fate of AB 1547, introduced this 
session for the third time, is far less certain. 


N1XON-MEANY 


At a time when the rift bet- 


ween President Nixon and AFL- 
CIO boss George Meany seemed 
irreparable, Jack Anderson 
reported in his 
Labor 
Day 


column that after the initial 
round of rhetoric over the wage- 
price freeze subsided, the 
President and the labor leader 
would soon be talking. They had 
agreed "behind the scenes," 
Anderson wrote, "to sit down. . . 
and discuss their differences." 
Four days later, the union 
leaders met with the President. 
Anderson further predicted that 
Meany would "suggest that 
wage-price-profit controls 
should be administered by a 
board of business, labor and 
public members." This is, of 
course, precisely what oc- 
curred.

WASHINGTON — President 


Nixon's steps to stabilize the 
economy and to visit Peking 
have improved his chances for 
re-election, in the opinion of the 
nation's No. 1 oddsmaker. 


Jimmy the Greek Snyder, who 


considered Sen. Ed Muskie, a 7- 
to-5 favorite over Nixon a month 
ago, now rates them even. 


The famous oddsmaker also 


picks the President as an 8-to-5 
favorite over Hubert Humphrey, 
8-to-5 over Sen. Henry Jackson, 
2-to-l over Sen. Ted Kennedy or 
Mayor John Lindsay, 3-to-l over 
Sen. George McGovern or Rep. 
Wilbur Mills. 


Whereas Jimmy figured last 


month there was only one 
chance in five the Republicans 
might not renominate Nixon, the 
odds now are one chance in ten. 


In the Democratic sweep- 


stakes, Muskie and Humphrey 
have slipped; Jackson, Lindsay, 
Kennedy, McGovern and Mills 
have gained. 


Yet Muskie is still the strong 


favorite. Last month, Jimmy 
gave 1 to 2 odds that Muskie 
would win the Democratic 
presidential nomination; this is 
now 3 to 5. In other words, 
Jimmy feels Muskie has three 
chances in five of becoming the 
Democratic standard bearer, a 
slight but not significant drop. 


Lindsay has made the most 


dramatic 
gain 
in 
the 


presidential 
odds. 
As 
a 


Republican, New York City's 
mayor was considered a 20-to-l 
longshot 
to win the GOP 


nomination last month. But as a 
newly annointed Democrat, he 
is now given a 15-to-l chance of 
winning 
the 
Democratic 


nomination. 


JIMMY'S WINNERS 


Jimmy the Greek has ex- 


cellent contacts inside each of 
the presidential camps. He also 
consults political pros and 
political writers in all 50 states, 
and his staff collects political 
reports from newspapers across 
the country. This has made 
Jimmy's odds so accurate that 
he has been able to call every 
presidential election correctly 
since 1948. 


Last year, the favorites he 


picked won every senatorial and 
gubernatorial 
election except 


one. 


Unlike the pollsters, Jimmy 


doesn't try merely to measure 
the 
popularity 
of 
the 


presidential prospects. He takes 
into consirtpration 
»H 
the 


political vagaries; then he 
carefully 
calculates 
each 


aspirant's chances to win, not 
just his present standing with 
the voters. 


Senator Jackson, for example, 


shows 
up 
poorly 
in 
the 


popularity polls — far below the 
ratings of such familiar figures 
as Kennedy and Lindsay. But 
because Jackson is popular with 
the pros who will hold the 
balance 
of power at 
the 


Democratic convention, Jimmy 
gives Jackson one chance in six 
of winning the 
presidential 


nomination. 


In the general election, of 


course, the Democratic can- 
didate — whomever he may be 
— should make a good showing 
against 
President 
Nixon. 


Therefore, Jimmy rates Nixon 
only as 8 to -5 favorite over the 
little known Jackson. 


Jimmy 
detects a strong 


moderate-conservative trend in 
the electorate. Most of the 18-to- 
20 year -olds, who have just been 
enfranchised, are registering as 
Democrats. But the more 
conservative older voters, in 
Jimmy's view, are more likely 
to go to the polls on election day. 


Nevertheless, he has found 


Nixon's 
prospects, 
though 


improving, still surprisingly 
poor in such key states as Ohio 
and Illinois, which the President 
needs to win re-election.

Home Buyer Funds Are Now Available

WASHINGTON — A bill to 


enable 
home 
buyers 
in 


California and other states to get 
a larger share of the $2 billion 
now available nationally for 
interest 
subsidies 
was 
in- 


troduced Tuesday by Sen. Alan 
Cranston (D-Calif.). 


Designed to authorize the 


Government National Mortgage 
Assn. ("Ginnie Mae") to pay 
part of the interest on FHA 
insured mortgages, the Cran- 
ston bill would raise the ceiling 
on such mortgages to $26,000 in 
high cost areas — above the 
present universal ceiling of 
$22,000 which makes no building 
cost differential distinctions. 


Bus/ness Mirror 


California, noted Cranston, is 


definitely included in the high 
cost group. "Last year," said 
the senator, "only Jj.8 per cent 
of the FHA homes sold in 
California, in the last yearly 
quarter, 
were 
priced below 


$22,000 and thus were eligible for 
"Ginnie Mae" aid." 


In metropolitan areas such as 


Los 
Angeles, 
the 
senator 


claimed that figure fell to only 
2.6 per cent. 


According 
to 
Cranston, 


California is one of six states, 
including Illinois, Minnesota, 
Nevada, Michigan and Virginia, 
which have a building cost 
average of more than $26,000. 


In the Los Angeles area, 


Cranston 
said 
the

building cost was $28,097.

Cranston explained. 


"But very few would-be home 
buyers in California will be able 
to share in these funds under 
present regulations."

of some brokerage firms, which 
always have liked to make their 
own rules, is the practice of 
using customers' money to 
finance their own trading. 


Some firms argue that to deny 


them the use of money left in 
these accounts — money that 
isn't theirs — would impose a 
hardship on them. They insist 


that while the money isn't 
theirs, the right to use it is. 


Moreover, for the use of this 


money they wish to pay no in- 
terest, arguing that to do so 
would impossibly complicate 
their 
affairs. 
They 
cite 


precedent for their no-interest 
stand: Banks don't nay on 
checking accounts. 


One big difference between 


bank and brokerage practice, 
however, involves the quality of 
operations.

Throughout the years, many is 
the evil that has been laid on the 
backs of California's educators, 
but probably one of the worst 
offenses of which they can be 
accused is their neglect in

This failure stems from the 


increasing use of the words "you 
know'' in the dialogue not only of 
the student, but of many adults 
who should know better. 


Perhaps the television is 


responsible for this annoying 
habit, for it is on the television 
that "you know" forms a goodly 
part of the extemperaneous 
discussion the boob tube inflicts 
on 
the 
public, 
which 
un- 


fortunately is unable to protect 
itself from the atrocities com- 
mitted in the name of the King's 
English. 


A conversation was 
heard 


recently in which 
the 
in- 


terviewed subject asked the 
interviewer at least ten times by 
actual count in the space of less 
than a minute if "he knew" the 
answer by use of the question 
"you know," all of which was 
unnecessary and 
highly an- 


noying to hear. 


Had the interviewed subject 


had some intelligent instruction 
in school in the art of con- 
versation, he no doubt could 
have answered the questions 
without insulting his audience 
by asking' 'you know" ovorv few 


seconds. 
The annoying habit grows, 


probably because people don't 
know what to say, and in- 
tersperse their conversation 
with inane words, and inept 
inquiry. Although they may not 
know it, the habit of "you know" 
is on the verge of driving some 
people nuts. 


And the more this habit grows, 


the more often one hears it on 
television, which never was 
noted for its contribution to the 
language. 


Many 
announcers, par- 


ticularly in the sports field, with 
their raucous voices, con- 
tinually murder the English 
one is used to. But more to the 
point, they digress from the 
business of broadcasting, say, a 
baseball game, with all sorts of 
extraneous comment having 
nothing to do with the contest at 
hand. Frequently, they leave the 
listener wondering what is going 
on while they interview some 
has been, or make their pitch for 
the purchase of future tickets.

for the customers, they are not ; 
too small to be used for a variety

of potentially profitable and 
sometimes risky transactions by

the brokers. 


Admittedly, it would be dif- 


ficult to pay interest on such 
small sums for short periods, 
and it is doubtful that many 
customers expect it. But it can 
be argued that few customers 
wish their money to be used in 
risky trades. 


Hearings before a House 


Commerce subcommittee now 
disclose that both regulatory 
and stock exchange officials feel 
that restrictions are in order on 
the use of such recounts. But 
neither seems inclined to end the 
practice entirely. 


Instead, 
testimony 
by 


Securities and Exchange of- 
ficials indicate that they feel the 
use by brokers of customers' 
money for their own trading 
should be prohibited but that 
certain other uses be permitted, 
such as financing credit pur- 
chases by other customers.

Revolution, has issued a set of Questions and answers on the U. S. 
Constitution. 


The first 8 questions, dealing with general information, 
follows. Answers will be found below. 
1. Congress has the sole power to declare war. True? False? 


2. It is within the power of Congress to lay down a ten-year plan 
for the development of the national defense and to appropriate the 
money to raise and support the military organization necessary for 
carrying out this plan. True'. False? 


3. The President of the United States is elected by direct majority 
vote of the people. True? False? 


4. Any state Constitution or state law violating any of the 
provisions of the federal Constitution is illegal. True? False? 


5. The subject of education is not mentioned any place in the 
Constitution. True? False? 


6. A member of the President’s cabinet could be, at the same 
time, a Senator or a Representative. True? False? 


7. The original Constitution provided for the formation of the 
President’s Cabinet, exactly as now constituted. True? False? 


8. The Supreme Court Justices are appointed for a limited term 
of office. True? False? 


ANSWERS 
1. True. Article 1, Sec. 8, Par. 11 “The Congress shall have 
power: To declare war. . . ” 


2. False. Article 1, Sec. 8, Par. 12, “The Congress shall have 
power: To raise and support armies, but no appropriation of money 
to that use shall be for a longer term than two years.” 


3. False. Article 11, Sec. 1, Par. 2, “each state shall appoint in 
such a manner as the legislature thereof may direct, a number of 
electors, equal to the whole number of Senators and Represen­ 
tatives to which the state may be entitled in the Congress: but no 
Senator or Representative, or person holding an office of trust or 
profit under the United States, shall be appointed an elector” (It is 
these electors that the people vote for at the general election.)

NIXON-MEANY 
At a time when the rift bet­ 
ween President Nixon and AFL- 
CIO boss George Meany seemed 
irreparable, Jack Anderson 
reported in his 
Labor Day 
column that after the initial 
round of rhetoric over the wage- 
price freeze subsided, the 
President and the labor leader 
would soon be talking. They had 
agreed “behind the scenes,” 
Anderson wrote, “to sit down.. . 
and discuss their differences.” 
Four days later, the union 
leaders met with the President. 
Anderson further predicted that 
Meany would 
“suggest that 
w ag e-p rice-p ro fit controls 
should be administered by a 
board of business, labor and 
public members.” This is, of 
course, precisely what oc­ 
curred.

WASHINGTON — President 
Nixon’s steps to stabilize the 
economy and to visit Peking 
have improved his chances for 
re-election, in the opinion of the 
nation’s No. 1 oddsmaker. 
Jimmy the Greek Snyder, who 
considered Sen. Ed Muskie, a 7- 
to-5 favorite over Nixon a month 
ago, now rates them even. 
The famous oddsmaker also 
picks the President as an 8-to-5 
favorite over Hubert Humphrey, 
8-to-5 over Sen. Henry Jackson, 
2-to-l over Sen. Ted Kennedy or 
Mayor John Lindsay, 3-to-l over 
Sen. George McGovern or Rep. 
Wilbur Mills. 
Whereas Jimmy figured last 
month there was only one 
chance in five the Republicans 
might not renominate Nixon, the 
odds now are one chance in ten. 


In the Democratic sweep­ 
stakes, Muskie and Humphrey 
have slipped; Jackson, Lindsay, 
Kennedy, McGovern and Mills 
have gained. 
Yet Muskie is still the strong 
favorite. Last month, Jimmy 
gave 1 to 2 odds that Muskie 
would win the Democratic 
presidential nomination; this is 
now 3 to 5. In other words, 
Jimmy feels Muskie has three 
chances in five of becoming the 
Democratic standard bearer, a 
slight but not significant drop. 
Lindsay has made the most 
dram atic 
gain 
in 
the 
presidential 
odds. 
As 
a 
Republican, New York City’s 
mayor was considered a 20-to-l 
longshot 
to win 
the GOP 
nomination last month. But as a 
newly annointed Democrat, he 
is now given a 15-to-l chance of 
winning 
the 
Democratic 
nomination. 


JIMMY’S WINNERS 
Jimmy the Greek has ex­ 
cellent contacts inside each of 
the presidential camps. He also 
consults political pros and 
political writers in all 50 states, 
and his staff collects political 
reports from newspapers across 
the country. This has made 
Jimmy’s odds so accurate that 
he has been able to call every 
presidential election correctly 
since 1948. 
Last year, the favorites he 
picked won every senatorial and 
gubernatorial election except 
one. 
Unlike the pollsters, Jimmy 
doesn’t try merely to measure 
the 
popularity 
of 
the 
presidential prospects. He takes 
into 
c o n sid e r a tio n 
all 
the 


political v ag aries; then he 
carefully 
calcu lates 
each 
aspirant’s chances to win, not 
just his present standing with 
the voters. 
Senator Jackson, for example, 
shows 
up 
poorly 
in 
the 
popularity polls — far below the 
ratings of such familiar figures 
as Kennedy and Lindsay. But 
because Jackson is popular with 
the pros who will hold the 
balance of 
pow er 
at 
the 
Democratic convention, Jimmy 
gives Jackson one chance in six 
of winning the presidential 
nomination. 
In the general election, of 
course, the Democratic can­ 
didate — whomever he may be 
— should make a good showing 
against 
P resid en t 
Nixon. 
Therefore, Jim m y rates Nixon 
only as 8 to -5 favorite over the 
little known Jackson. 
Jimmy d etec ts a strong 
moderate-conservative trend in 
the electorate. Most of the 18-to- 
20 year -olds, who have just been 
enfranchised, are registering as 
Democrats. 
B ut 
the m ore 
conservative older voters, in 
Jimmy’s view, are more likely 
to go to the polls on election day. 
Nevertheless, he has found 
Nixon’s 
prospects, 
though 
improving, still surprisingly 
poor in such key states as Ohio 
and Illinois, which the President 
needs to win re-election. 


PRESIDENTIAL ODDS 
The big newspapers and news 
magazines h av e hired such 
prestigious pollsters as George 
Gallup and Louis Harris to plot 
the presidential standings. We 
have signed up Jimmy the 
Greek. Here are his latest odds:

Home Buyer Funds Are Now Available

WASHINGTON — A bill to 
enable 
home 
buyers 
in 
California and other states to get 
a larger share of the $2 billion 
now available nationally for 
interest 
subsidies 
was 
in­ 
troduced Tuesday by Sen. Alan 
Cranston (D-Calif.). 
Designed to authorize the 
Government National Mortgage 
Assn. (“Ginnie Mae” ) to pay 
part of the interest on FHA 
insured mortgages, the Cran­ 
ston bill would raise the ceiling 
on such mortgages to $26,000 in 
high cost areas — above the 
present universal ceiling of 
$22,000 which makes no building 
cost differential distinctions.

Throughout the years, many is 
the evil that has been laid on the

This failure stems from the 
increasing use of the words “you 
know” in the dialogue not only of 
the student, but of many adults 
who should know better. 
Perhaps the television is 
responsible for this annoying 
habit, for it is on the television 
that “you know” forms a goodly 
part of the extern pera neous 
discussion the boob tube inflicts 
on 
the 
public, 
which 
un­ 
fortunately is unable to protect 
itself from the atrocities com­ 
mitted in the name of the King’s 
English. 
A conversation was heard 
recently in which the in­ 
terviewed subject asked the 
interviewer at least ten times by 
actual count in the space of less 
than a minute if “he knew” the 
answer by use of the question 
“you know,” all of which was 
unnecessary and highly an­ 
noying to hear. 
Had the interviewed subject 
had some intelligent instruction 
in school in the art of con­ 
versation, he no doubt could 
have answered the questions 
without insulting his audience 
by asking “you know” every few 


seconds. 
The annoying habit grows, 
probably because people don’t 
know what to say, and in­ 
tersperse their conversation 
with inane words, and inept 
inquiry. Although they may not 
know it, the habit of “you know” 
is on the verge of driving some 
people nuts. 
And the more this habit grows, 
the more often one hears it on 
television, which never was 
noted for its contribution to the 
language. 
Many 
announcers, 
p ar­ 
ticularly in the sports field, with 
their raucous voices, 
con­ 
tinually murder the English 
one is used to. But more to the 
point, they digress from the 
business of broadcasting, say, a 
baseball game, with all sorts of 
extraneous comment having 
nothing to do with the contest at 
hand. Frequently, they leave the 
listener wondering what is going 
on while they interview some 
has been, or make their pitch for 
the purchase of future tickets.

youngsters. The state used to 
contribute an additional 10 
cents. This was deleted by Gov. 
Reagan as part of his welfare 
cutbacks. 


Sen. George McGovern (D-S. 


Dak.) joined with Tunney in a 
letter 
to President 
Nixon, 


deploring the Department of 
Agriclture's 
proposed 
lunch 


program cuts. 


The proposed "regulations ir, 


their present form pose a very 
real threat to the continued 
progress of the National School 


Lunch Program," the letter 
said. 


The letter further warned that 


many schools might be forced to 
eliminate 
Child 
Nutrition 


Programs. This, contends the 
senators, would mean there 
"will continued to be hungry 
children in America's schools." 


Consulting with Tunney on 


this matter has been California 
School Superintendent Wilson 
Riles, who has been urging the 
pi oposed lunch rates be 40 cents 
instead of the requested 30 
cents. 


Medina Disc/aims Know/edge 
Troops Were Killing Civilians 


FT. McPHERSON, Ga. (AP) 


— Capt. Ernest L. Medina has 
testified 
that 
he had no 


knowledge at the time of an 
infantry assault on My Lai that 
his troops were killing innocent 
civilians in the South Viet- 
namese hamlet. 


"Reflecting back now, I know 


that... I lost control.. . because 
I know that now there were a lot 
of noncombatants killed by my 
company," Medina told his 
murder trial jury Thursday. 


"But if I had been aware of it 


that day, I would have stopped it 
and I would not have let it 
happen." 


It dawned on him only hours 


afterwards 
that 
innocent 


civilians had died by the score in 
My Lai before the rifles of his 
men, Medina said, after a 
superior asked him to check out 
such a report. 


He was asked what Lt. 


William L. Calley Jr., one of his 
platoon leaders at My Lai, told 
him when he asked Calley how 
many noncombatants had been 
killed. 


"Well, he hemmed and hawed. 


He wouldn't give me a direct 
answer. I said, "Well, was it 
100? Was it more than 100? Was 
it 50?" 


Calley 
finally 
answered, 


Medina said: "Well, maybe, I 
guess it was more than 50." 


Medina, 35, of Montrose, 


Colo., gave 
a three-hour ac- 


count of his command of Charlie 
Company during its sweep 
through My Lai on March 16, 
1968. 


The defense is expected to rest 


its case today. 


Medina is accused of failing to 


intervene while his men killed 
100 Vietnamese civilians, of 
personally shooting a woman, of 
ordering the shooting of a small 
boy and of assaulting a Viet 
Suspect by firing two shots over 
his head. 


He could be sentenced to life 


imprisonment on any one of the 
102 murder charges. 


Calmly and methodically, 


with the air of a combat officer 
reporting to superiors, Medina 
faced the jury as he told of 
happening upon 20 to 28 Viet- 
namese civilians Clustered in 
death along a trail in the village. 


"I assumed that they were 


killed by helicopter gunships, 
small-arms fire, artillery," he 
said. 


His defense attorney, F. Lee 


Bailey, asked: "Did you go over 
and make an inspection of the 
bodies?" 


"No sir," replied Medina. 
Medina said he issued a cease- 


fire order shortly after spotting 
the bodies. 


"Up until that time, had you 


any reason to believe in your 
own mind that these were Viet 


Cong and they were being 
flushed out?" Bailey asked. 


"Yes sir," replied Medina. 
About an hour after the 


operation began, Medina con- 
tinued, he asked for a body 
count. He said Calley replied 
with a count of 69 but said 
nothing to indicate that the dead 
were civilians. 


Calley, 29, was convicted in 


March of 22 murders at My Lai 


Medina testified that he came 


upon a woman lying on her side 
in a rice paddy. 


"As I started to turn, I saw 


movement. . . her eyelids, 
maybe chest cavity, her hand 
started to move. . . 


"But I instinctively just reeled 


around, out of apprehension, 
and fired twice. And I assumed 
that I killed her." 


Under 
cross-examination, 


Medina said he thought the 
woman had a grenade. But he 
admitted he did not have her 
body moved to see whether 
there was a weapon under it. 


In the shooting of the boy, 


Medina testified he saw the child 
coming from a hedge row along 
a trail, caught the movement 
and raised his rifle. 


"I seen that it was a child," he 


said, "and I — words to the 
effect that went through my 
mind or I said — 'Get him, get 
him, stop him, stop him, shoot or 
don't shoot.'" 


FT. MEADE, Md. (AP) — 


Nearly every day he was in 
Vietnam, Frederic Watke found 
time to send a letter to his wife 
and four children. Three of the 
letters have become evidence in 
the My Lai cover-up trial of Col. 
Oran K. Henderson. 


"I had a meeting today," 


Watke's letter of March 18, 1968 
began. "My people observed an 
unfortunate act the other day. I 
reported it. Col. Henderson has 
been directed to investigate and 
report it to the commanding 
general. I didn't make any 
friends, but my conscience is 
clear." 


The "unfortunate act" was the 


massacre of civilians during an 
infantry sweep through My Lai 
two days earlier. Lt. Col. Watke 
testified Thursday that Hen- 
derson was ordered at the 
meeting to check reports that 
unarmed civilians had been 
killed by American soldiers. 


Henderson ir. being court- 


martialed on a charge that he 
failed to follow through on that 
order issued by Brig. Gen 
George Young, then commander 
of the Americal Division. 


The letters were introduced to 


show 
that 
despite 
in- 


consistencies 
in 
Watke's 


testimony elsewhere, he had 
related the facts of the in- 
vestigation order and knowledge 
of what he also called "an in- 
cident in the field" in writing to 
his family at the time. 


In his two days on the witness 


stand, Watke, commander of a 


helicopter company at My Lai, 
acknowledged he had signed a 
false statement that said there 
had been a battle with the 
enemy at My Lai, when none 
occurred. 


But he explained he signed the 


statement in order to obtain a 
Bronze Star medal for valor for 
Glenn Andreotta, a helicopter 
crewman who had taken part in 
the My Lai operation and was 
killed three weeks later in a 
helicopter crash. 


"Andreotta had done things 


that were very courageous," 
Watke said. "I made a false 
statement in order to get him the 
award." 
Watke himself was seriously 


injured a month after My Lai in 
a helicopter crash. 


During his 3%-month hospital 


stay, he testified, he forgot 
many details about My Lai, 
blaming that for some in- 
consistencies in his testimony to 
Pentagon investigators. 


Listening to tapes made of 


radio communications and 
reading some documents, he 
said, aided his recall.

The relay of that story to higher 
command on March 18 promp- 
ted the order to Henderson, 
Watke said.

Admits Complicity 
In Diem Murder 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 


President 
Nixon Thursday 


acknowledged U. S. complicity 
in the 1963 murder of South 
Vietnamese President Ngo Dinh 
Diem, saying that's "the way we 
got into Vietnam." 


Overthrow of the current 


president.Nguyen Van Thieu, 
Nixon said, is not the way to get 
out. 


Nixon acknowledged the U. S. 


part in Diem's death at an 
impromptu news conference 
Thursday while answering a 
question about using leverage to 
get the Oct. 3 elections in South 
Vietnam postponed. 


"I would remind all con- 


cerned, " Nixon said, "that the 
way we got into Vietnam was 
through overthrowing Diem and 
the complicity in the murder of 
Diem and the way to get out of 
Vietnam in my opinion is not to 
overthrow Thieu with 
the 


inevitable consequence of or the 
greatly increased danger in my 
opinion o f that being followed by 
coup after coup on the dreary 
road to a Communist takeover." 


Nixon told a news conference 


the United States sould continue 
to keep its eye on the main U. S. 
objective — namely to end 


American involvement in the 
war as soon as South Vietnam is 
able to take control. 


He said that there have been 


suggestions that the United 
States cut off its aid unless South 
Vietnam holds a contested 
election. 


Such suggestions have come 


from such persons as Sen. Henry 
M. Jackson, D-Wash., and from 
representatives of South Viet- 
nam Vice President Nguyen Cao 
Ky.Nixon, who had obviously 
done some research into the 
question before the news con- 
ference, said that the United 
States, presently provides aid to 
91 countries He added that in 
only 30 of the countries have 
leaders been picked as a result 
of contested elections. 


He said that if the United 


States were to apply the prin- 
ciple of cutting off aid 
to 


countries whose leaders were 
not elected in contested elec- 
tions, "We would have to cut off 
aid to two-thirds of the nations 
now receiving it." 


He said the United States 


would prefer that democratic 
processes go farther in South 
Vietnam.

are at a new low point following 
an abrupt and unexplained 
hardening of the Communist 
position. 
. 
North Vietnamese negotiator 


Xuan Thuy and his spokesman, 
Nguyen Thanh Le, dropped a 
bombshell into Thursday's 129th 
weekly session of the talks with 
the renunciation of all their 
recent hints of a readiness to 
compromise. 
The Communist reversal 


surprised 
some optimistic 


Western politicians who took the 
hints at face value. One of these 
was Sen. George S. McGovern 
D-S D a presidential aspirant 
whose 'interpretation of the 
Communist 
position 
was 


repudiated by Thuy and Le. 


It had appeared that the 


Communist negotiators had 
signaled outside the conference 
room that they were prepared to 
conclude and implement a 


separate peace with the United 
States. 
Such a peace would have freed 
most American prisoners in 
return for an American com- 
mitment to withdraw every 
American soldier and adviser 
from South Vietnam by the end 
of this year. Negotiations on 
South Vietnam's political future 
would have continued, but 
President Nguyen Van Thieu 
would have remained in power 
and Hanoi and the Viet Cong 
would have pursued the war 
against his forces. 


That deal, strongly backed 


only last Sunday by McGovern, 
is 
off. 
The 
Communist 


negotiatiators declared Thur- 
sday that they intend to release 
their prisoners only after the 
United States has removed 
Thieu from office in Saigon. 
Such American action would be 
contrary to the announced aims 
of the Nixon administration.

Urging a maximum funding of 
48 cents and a minimum of 40 
cents per lunch, Sen.

Presently, California gets 30 
cents 
a 
lunch 
for 
needy 
youngsters. The state used to 
contribute an additional 
10 
cents. This was deleted by Gov. 
Reagan as part of his welfare 
cutbacks. 
Sen. George McGovern (D-S. 
Dak.) joined with Tunney in a 
letter 
to 
President 
Nixon, 
deploring the Department of 
Agriclture’s 
proposed 
lunch 
program cuts. 
The proposed “regulations in 
their present form pose a very 
real threat to the continued 
progress of the National School 


Lunch Program,” the letter 
said. 
The letter further warned that 
many schools might be forced to 
eliminate 
Child 
Nutrition 
Programs. This, contends the 
senators, would mean there 
“will continued to be hungry 
children in America’s schools.” 
Consulting with Tunney on 
this matter has been California 
School Superintendent Wilson 
Riles, who has been urging the 
proposed lunch rates be 40 cents 
instead of the requested 30 
cents. 


Medina Disclaims Knowledge 
Troops Were Killing Civilians 


f t . m c ph er so n, Ga. (a p> 
— Capt. Ernest L. Medina has 
testified 
that 
he 
had 
no 
knowledge at the time of an 
infantry assault on My Lai that 
his troops were killing innocent 
civilians in the South Viet­ 
namese hamlet. 
“Reflecting back now, I know 
that... I lost control.. . because 
I know that now there were a lot 
of noncombatants killed by my 
company,” Medina told his 
murder trial jury Thursday. 
“But if I had been aware of it 
that day, I would have stopped it 
and I would not have let it 
happen.” 
It dawned on him only hours 
afterwards 
that 
innocent 
civilians had died by the score in 
My Lai before the rifles of his 
men, Medina said, after a 
superior asked him to check out 
such a report. 
He was asked what Lt. 
William L. Calley Jr., one of his 
platoon leaders at My Lai, told 
him when he asked Calley how 
many noncombatants had been 
killed. 
“Well, he hemmed and hawed. 
He wouldn’t give me a direct 
answer. I said, “Well, was it 
100? Was it more than 100? Was 
it 50?” 
Calley 
finally 
answered, 
Medina said: “Well, maybe, I 
guess it was more than 50.” 
Medina, 35, of Montrose, 


Colo., gave 
a three-hour ac­ 
count of his command of Charlie 
Company during its sweep 
through My Lai on March 16, 
1968. 
The defense is expected to rest 
its case today. 
Medina is accused of failing to 
intervene while his men killed 
100 Vietnamese civilians, of 
personally shooting a woman, of 
ordering the shooting of a small 
boy and of assaulting a Viet 
Suspect by firing two shots over 
his head. 
He could be sentenced to life 
imprisonment on any one of the 
102 murder charges. 
Calmly and methodically, 
with the air of a combat officer 
reporting to superiors, Medina 
faced the jury as he told of 
happening upon 20 to 28 Viet­ 
namese civilians clustered in 
death along a trail in the village. 
“I assumed that they were 
killed by helicopter gunships, 
small-arms fire, artillery,” he 
said. 
His defense attorney, F. Lee 
Bailey, asked: “Did you go over 
and make an inspection of the 
bodies?” 
“No sir,” replied Medina. 
Medina said he issued a cease­ 
fire order shortly after spotting 
the bodies.

greatly increased danger in my 
opinion o f that being followed by 
coup after coup on the dreary 
road to a Communist takeover.’.’

Three Year Low At 
Paris Peace Talks 


PARIS (AP) — The three- 
year-old Vietnam peace talks 
are at a new low point following 
an abrupt and unexplained 
hardening of the Communist 
position. 
North Vietnamese negotiator 
Xuan Thuy and his spokesman, 
Nguyen Thanh Le, dropped a 
bombshell into Thursday’s 129th 
weekly session of the talks with 
the renunciation of all their 
recent hints of a readiness to 
compromise. 
The 
Communist reversal 
surprised 
some 
optimistic 
Western politicians who took the 
hints at face value. One of these 
was Sen. George S. McGovern, 
D-S. D., a presidential aspirant 
whose interpretation of the 
Communist 
position 
was 
repudiated by Thuy and Le. 
It had appeared that the 
Communist negotiators had 
signaled outside the conference 
room that they were prepared to 
conclude and implement a 


separate peace with the United 
States. 
Such a peace would have freed 
most American prisoners in 
return for an American com­ 
mitment to withdraw every 
American soldier and adviser 
from South Vietnam by the end 
of this year. Negotiations on 
South Vietnam’s political future 
would have continued, but 
President Nguyen Van Thieu 
would have remained in power 
and Hanoi and the Viet Cong 
would have pursued the war 
against his forces.

Communist 
negotiatiators declared Thur­ 
sday that they intend to release 
their prisoners only after the 
United States has removed

Calley, 29, was convicted in 
March of 22 murders at My Lai 
Medina testified that he came 
upon a woman lying on her side 
in a rice paddy. 
“As I started to turn, I saw 
movement. . . her eyelids, 
maybe chest cavity, her hand 
started to move. . . 
“But I instinctively just reeled 
around, out of apprehension, 
and fired twice. And I assumed 
that I killed her.” 
Under 
cross-examination, 
Medina said he thought the 
woman had a grenade. But he 
admitted he did not have her 
body moved to see whether 
there was a weapon under it. 
In the shooting of the boy, 
Medina testified he saw the child 
coming from a hedge row along 
a trail, caught the movement 
and raised his rifle. 
“I seen that it was a child,” he 
said, “and I — words to the 
effect that went through my 
mind or I said — ‘Get him, get 
him, stop him, stop him, shoot or 
don’t shoot.’” 


FT. MEADE, Md. (AP) - 
Nearly every day he was in 
Vietnam, Frederic Watke found 
time to send a letter to his wife 
and four children. Three of the 
letters have become evidence in 
the My Lai cover-up trial of Col. 
Oran K. Henderson. 
“I had a meeting today,” 
Watke’s letter of March 18, 1968 
began. “My people observed an 
unfortunate act the other day. I 
reported it. Col. Henderson has 
been directed to investigate and 
report it to the commanding 
general. I didn’t make any 
friends, but my conscience is 
clear.” 
The “unfortunate act” was the 
massacre of civilians during an 
infantry sweep through My Lai 
two days earlier. Lt. Col. Watke 
testified Thursday that Hen­ 
derson was ordered at the 
meeting to check reports that 
unarmed civilians had been 
killed by American soldiers. 
Henderson if. being court- 
martialed on a charge that he 
failed to follow through on that 
order issued by Brig. Gen. 
George Young, then commander 
of the Americal Division. 
The letters were introduced to 
show 
that 
despite 
in­ 
consistencies 
in 
Watke’s 
testimony elsewhere, he had 
related the facts of the in­ 
vestigation order and knowledge 
of what he also called “an in­ 
cident in the field” in writing to 
his family at the time. 
In his two days on the witness 
stand, Watke, commander of a 


helicopter company at My Lai, 
acknowledged he had signed a 
false statement that said there 
had been a battle with the 
enemy at My Lai, when none 
occurred. 
But he explained he signed the 
statement in order to obtain a 
Bronze Star medal for valor for 
Glenn Andreotta, a helicopter 
crewman who had taken part in 
the My Lai operation and was 
killed three weeks later in a 
helicopter crash. 
“Andreotta had done things 
that were very courageous,” 
Watke said. “I made a false 
statement in order to get him the 
award.” 
Watke himself was seriously 
injured a month after My Lai in 
a helicopter crash. 
During his 3%-month hospital 
stay, he testified, he forgot 
many details about My Lai, 
blaming that for some in­ 
consistencies in his testimony to 
Pentagon investigators. 
Listening to tapes made of 
radio communications and 
reading some documents, he 
said, aided his recall. 
Watke said one of his pilots 
had told him that a number of 
civilians had been killed. He 
said the pilot had threatened to 
shoot American soldiers if they 
interferred with his efforts to 
rescue a group of Vietnamese. 


The relay of that story to higher 
command on March 18 promp­ 
ted the order to Henderson, 
Watke said.

State Refuses To Relax Water Quality Standards 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 
state has refused appeals to 
relax water quality standards 
established for the Sacramento- 
San Joaquin River Delta which 
restrict the amount of water that 


may be exported to the south. 
Meeting here Thursday, the 
California Water Resources 
Control Board said it would not 
reconsider a July decision. 
Ten agencies, including the 


Bureau of Reclamation, said the 
standards will interfere with 
operation of the State Water 
Project which is designed to 
transport water to central and 
Southern California.

Senate Agriculture Committee 
has 
told 
the 
Nixon 
ad- 


ministration to think again 
about curtailing the popular 
school lunch and breakfast 
programs. 


"I don't believe the Congress 


will stand idle to see hungry 
children going to schools without 
adequate funding" for the 
programs, 
Committee Chair- 


man Herman Talmadge said 
Thursday. 


The Georgia Democrat told 


Asst. Secretary of Agriculture 
Richard Lyng to "look into this 
carefully and re-evaluate your 
guidelines." 


Talmadge said Congress 


would give him "adequate time 
before we step in." 


After ordering all schools that 


participate in the lunch program 
to start serving every needy 
child last year, the Agriculture 
Department announced during 
August's congressional recess 
new reimbursement scales that 
will cut down the amount 


received by 23 states, including 
many with larger programs. 


Lyng said the administration 


is not trying to save funds with 
the new schedule. Nineteen 
states, he said, will be getting 
more money. 


Lyr£ "W'd the rate realign- 


ment was needed to stay within 
Agriculture's budget. 


"Based on the new reim- 


bursement regulation, we will 
come very close to staying 
within 
our 
appropriations 


figure," Lyng said. 


"That's where I'm concerned, 


when you say 'based on our 
regulation,' " injected Sen. 
Lawton Chiles, D-Fla 


Chiles noted at a June hearing 


Lyng told senators he didn't 
need any more funds to continue 
reimbursing schools at the 
current rate and to expand the 
program as well. 


Chiles said he was convicted 


the department 
was merely 


trying to save money. 


Lyng said he doubted if any 


money would be saved but said 
he didn't have figures to prove 
it. 


Bill To Block Dams 
Goes To The Senate 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — 


Legislation to block dams on 
Northern 
California's Eel, 


Klamath and Trinity Rivers 
remains afloat in the Senate 
today after an argument about 
courtesy. 


Sen. Peter Behr, R-Tiburon, 


won 
Senate 
approval 
of 


amendments to his wild rivers 
bill removing a $50,000 ap- 
propriation Thursday. 


Without the appropriation, the 


bill needs only 21 votes to clear 
the 40-member house. If the 
money was left in, the bill would 
need 27 votes, which it failed to 


get when Behr first tried for 
passage Aug. 4. 


But while author's amend- 


ments are usually accepted 
routinely in unwritten Senate 
procedure 
Sens. Randolph 


Collier, D-Yreka, and James 
Wedworth, D-Hawthorne, ob- 
jected to Behr's changes. 


"I think this is the first time 


this session that an author has 
not been permitted to amend his 
own bill as a matter of cour- 
tesy," said Behr angrily. But his 
amendments were finally ap- 
proved, 11-7. Senat" rules allow 
approval ot amendments by a 
majority of senators present. 


Salable articles of all kinds,

Nixon Urged To 
Study Lunch Policy

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate Agriculture Committee 
has 
told 
the 
Nixon 
ad­ 
ministration to think again 
about curtailing the popular 
school lunch and breakfast 
programs. 


“I don’t believe the Congress 
will stand idle to see hungry 
children going to schools without 
adequate funding” for the 
programs, 
Committee 
Chair­ 
man Herman Talmadge said 
Thursday. 
The Georgia Democrat told 
Asst. Secretary of Agriculture 
Richard Lyng to “look into this 
carefully and re-evaluate your 
guidelines.” 
Talmadge 
said 
Congress 
would give him “adequate time 
before we step in.” 


After ordering all schools that 
participate in the lunch program 
to start serving every needy 
child last year, the Agriculture 
Department announced during 
August’s congressional recess 
new reimbursement scales that 
will cut down the amount 


received by 23 states, including 
many with larger programs. 
Lyng said the administration 
is not trying to save funds with 
the new schedule. Nineteen 
states, he said, will be getting 
more money. 
Lyr.g said the rate realign­ 
ment was needed to stay within 
Agriculture’s budget. 
“Based on the new reim­ 
bursement regulation, we will 
come very close to staying 
within 
our 
appropriations 
figure,” Lyng said. 
“That’s where I’m concerned, 
when you say ‘based on our 
regulation,’ ” injected Sen. 
Lawton Chiles, D-Fla. 
Chiles noted at a June hearing 
Lyng told senators he didn’t 
need any more funds to continue 
reimbursing schools at the 
current rate and to expand the 
program as well. 
Chiles said he was convicted 
the department was merely 
trying to save money. 
Lyng said he doubted if any 
money would be saved but said 
he didn’t have figures to prove 
it. 


Bill To Block Dams 
Goes To The Senate 


SACRAMENTO 
(AP) 
— 
Legislation to block dams on 
Northern 
California’s 
Eel, 
Klamath and Trinity Rivers 
remains afloat in the Senate 
today after an argument about 
courtesy. 


Sen. Peter Behr, R-Tiburon, 
won 
Senate 
approval 
of 
amendments to his wild rivers 
bill removing a $50,000 ap­ 
propriation Thursday. 


Without the appropriation, the 
bill needs only 21 votes to clear 
the 40-member house. If the 
money was left in, the bill would 
need 27 votes, which it failed to 


get when Behr first tried for 
passage Aug. 4. 
But while author’s amend­ 
ments are usually accepted 
routinely in unwritten Senate 
procedure 
Sens. 
Randolph 
Collier, D-Yreka, and James 
Wedworth, D-Hawthorne, 
ob­ 
jected to Behr’s changes. 
“I think this is the first time 
this session that an author has 
not been permitted to amend his 
own bill as a matter of cour­ 
tesy,” said Behr angrily. But his 
amendments were finally ap­ 
proved, 11-7. Senate rules allow 
approval ot amendments by a 
majority of senators present.

Guardsman Testifies 
Inmates Forced To 
‘Run A Gauntlet’ 


BUFFALO, N. Y. (AP) — A 
national Guardsman testified in 
U. S. District Court Thursday 
that naked Attica prison in­ 
mates were forced to “run a 
gauntlet” of prison guards who 
beat them after police put down 
a prisoner rebellion Monday. 
James P. Watson, 25, testified 
at a court hearing in which four 
lawyers sought a federal order 
allowing them into the prison to 
consult with inmate clients. 
After Watson’s testimony, 
Maxwell Spoont, an attorney for 
the state’s Organized Crime 
Task Force, told U. S. District 
Court Judge John T. Curtin that 
the lawyers were now free to 
enter the prison. 
But Edward I. Koren, one of 
the attorneys seeking the court 
order, later said he was denied 
permission to enter the prison 
after the hearing adjourned. He 
said he was told he could not 
enter because of “ security 
reasons.” 
Koren said several attorneys 
would try to meet with inmates 
Friday morning. 
After Watson testified that he 
witnessed severai incidents of 
inmates being beaten inside the 
prison, Curtain ordered “Im­ 
mediate steps be taken that 
there not be any repetition of 
this type of incident.”
